Canton, O., Sept. 19.— The streets ot 
Canton were filled early with waving 
plumes, prancing horses and densely 
packed bodies of moving men assem- 
bling for the procession which escort- 
ed the r< t ' uns of the late president 
fiom the church to Westlawn ceint- 
tery In the aiternoou. All night civic, 
military, fraternal, social and com- 
mercial organizations from the four 
quarters of the compass had been 
pouring in, and Into tbe seething v">Jl 
of humanity alieady ht>e the muri, 
morning trains deposited other thou- 
sands. So fast the trains arrived, 
that there appeared to be one con 
tinuous string of cars unloading their 
human freight through the stations 
Into the congested streets beyond. 

The two sections of the train bear- 
ing members of the senate and house 
of representatives and other govern- 
ment officials from Washington arriv 
ed during the morning. 

Thirty special trains in addition to 
regular trains had arrived before 
noon. The biggest crowd In the his- 
tory of Canton during the campaign of 
1 *>:••;. estimated at over 60,000, was far 
exceeded. The people overflowed the 
sidewalks and literally packed the 
streets from side to side. The great- 
est crush, of course, was In East Tus- 
carawas, the principal thoroughfare, 
and North Market street, on which 
are located the McKinley cottage and 
the Harter residence, at which Presi- 
dent RooBevelt was stopping. The 
awe-stricken crowds upon their arriv- 
al moved as if by a common impulse 
toward the McKinley cottage, where 
the remains were lying. 

Scenes at the Cottage. 
Mi'itary guards stationed at the 
four corners of the lawn, paced their 
beats, there was no other sign of life 
about the house of death. The win 
dow, shades were down. A long bor- 
der of block which had been put in 
place after the body was moved to 
the house Wednesday night fringed 
the roof of the porch from which Pres- 
ident McKinley had spoken to delega- 
tions from every state in the unioh, 
and where he had met and talked with 
all the chieftains of his party. No 
badge of conventional mourning was 
on the door. Instead, there was a sim- 
ple wreath of palint bisected in a 
beautiful band of wide, purple satin 
ribbon. Sorrowfully the throngs turn- 
ed away, the people to take up their 
positions at the church, the represen- 
tatives to seek their places In the Im- 
posing procession which was to fol- 
low the remains to the cemetery. 

The number of prominent public 
men in the city was augmented as 
every train arrived and the city num- 
bered among its mourning guests 
those who are most prominent in ev- 
ery walk of public life. Among the 
arrivals were Speaker Henderson and 
■ number of his colleagues of the 
bouse of representatives, Including 
those who had served In the house 
with Mr. McKinley; Justice McKenna 
of the United States supreme court, 
who was a member of the ways and 
means committee when the McKinley 
bill was drawn; Sereno Payne, pres- 
ent chairman of the ways and means 
committee; the governors of several 
states, together with delegates repre- 
senting states, cities, chambers of 
commerce, and innumerable civic or- 
ganizations. 

President Roosevelt spent a quiet 
morning at the Harter residence. He 
did not go out to the crowded street 
where thousands were gathered, hop- 
ing to catch a glimpse of his face, but 
took a walk in the spacious grounds 
of the residence. While at breakfast 
Judge Day Joined him half an hour 
and later Secretaries Root and Hitch- 
cock came In to see him. Many un- 
official visitors left cards of respect, 
but the president saw very few peo- 
ple, preferring to remain In retire- 
ment. Among" those who called were a 
half score of his old command of 



rough riders, several of them In their 
broad-brimmed sombreros. The pres- 
ident saw them only for a moment, 
Mrs. McKinley's Condition. 

Mrs. McKinley's condltou is excit- 
ing grave apprehension among those 
raring for her and it Is feared that 
♦toe dreaded collapse may come at any 
moment. Since she has returned to 
the old home, the full realization of 
the awful calamity has come upon 
her. Wednesday night after the body 
had been brought from the court 
house and deposited in the little front 
room formerly used as the president's, 
library, she pleaded to be avowed to 
enter the room and sit beside the 
casket. Consent was reluctantly 
granted and for half an hour the 
stricken widow sat in the dim light 
beside the flower-drape* bier. Ihen 
she was led away to her room. 
Through the morning Bhe wept plf- 
eously hour after hour. Owing to her 
condition she was able to take no part 
In any of the final ceremonies, neith- 
er at the church nor coming into the 
chamber of death when the body was 
borne away for the last time. From 
this time on she will be guarded with 
the most solicitous care and quiet, for 
It is only in this way that a collapse 
can be averted. 

The face of the dead president was 
seen for the last time when it lay in 
state Wednesday in the court nouse. 

At 1:20 p. m. the funeral procession 
started from the McKinley residence 
to the church, arriving there at 1:40 
The body of the president was taken 
into the church at 1:45, and when all 
who were admitted were seated the 
services began. 

SERVICES AT THK CHURCH. 



Lessons Krom the >crl[>turcs, Aiitbinis 
and Fervent Prayers. 
Canton. O., Sept, 19.— The decora 
tions of tbe First M. E. church, where 
the funeral services were held, were 
elaborate and impressive, over 4,000 
yards of drapery were used. Over the 
front Interior as the funeral party en 
tered, covering the organ loft, there 
was stretched from wall to wall pen 
eled drapery black as midnight. It 
was of nun's veiling, 52 feet long and 
13 feet high. The panels were formed 
of white satin ribbons two inches wide 
The choir-loft railing was richly hung 
with nun's veiling arranged in fes 
toons, with silk drapery tassels be- 
tween the festoons. The pulpit ros- 
trum was heavily covered with black 
cloth, and the pulpn Itself was draped 
with rich silk crepe. An excellent por- 
trait of tbe late president was fastened 
to the front of the pulpit and was 
gracefully draped. The chancel rail 
and all of the woodwork about tbe 
front of the church was a mass of 
black. Five seats from the front of 
the pulpit, in the left middle aisle, was 
the pew which was occupied by Presi- 
dent McKinley when he attended ser- 
vice. It was covered with heavy black 
crepe. The side walls of the church 
were hung with streamers and the 
overhanging arches with black stream- 
ers and fiotoons. The pillars and the 
church auditorium proper and the 
Sunday school rooms were in a stately 
black garb, relieved every five feet 
with narrow bands of white silk. The 
balcony front was heavily draped and 
hung with festoons tied with white 
silk drapery tassels. The points of 
vantage on the exterior and the tower 
were also draped in black and white. 

The services in the church were sim- 
ple. They began with the rendition of 
an organ prelude, Beethoven's funeral 
march, played by Miss Florence Douds. 
As the last notes of tbe prelude were 
still tbe Euterpean quartet of Canton, 
composed of four young women, sang 
The Beautiful Isle of Somewhere," 
The Rev. O. B. Mllligan, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian church of Can- 
ton, delivered the invocation. 

The ninetieth Psalm was read by 
Dr. John A. Hall of the Trinity Lu- 
theran church of Cantc. , and that por- 
tion of the fifteenth chapter of First 
Corinthians included between the 
forty-first and fifty-eighth verses was 
read by the Rev. E. P. Herbrouck of 
the Trinity Reformed church of Can- 
ton. The favorite hymn of President 
McKinley, "Lead, Kindly Light" was 
then rendered by a mixed quartet 
When this hymn had been finished Dr. 
C. E. Manchester, pastor of the First 
Methodist church, delivered the fuaer- 
al address. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Manches- 
ter's discourse Bishop I. W. Joyce of 
Minneapolis delivered a snort prayer. 

Ths hymn, "Nearer. My God, to 
Thee," was sung by the entire con- 
gregation. The people remained 
stanalng after the close of the hymn 
while the benediction was pronounced 
by Monseigneur T. P. Thorpe of Cleve- 
land. The casket was then borne from 
the church to the funeral car, and the 
procession to the cemetery began.

Arriving at the cemetery the casket 
was mounted on supports beside the 
walk and at the entrance to the receiv- 
ing vault unu. the last concourse had 
marched by. Then the remains of 
William McKinley were consigned to 
the vault there to remain until the 
final burial place is constructed. A 
guard was placed about the vault 
which will be maintained night and 
day until the final interment.

Canton, O., Sept. 19.— Following Is 
the address of Rev. C. E Manchester, 
in the churcb: 

Our president is dead! The silver 
cord is loosed; the golden bowl 4s 
broken; the pitcher Is broK.cn at the 
fountain, the wheel is broken at the 
cistern, the mourners go a. .out the 
streets One voice is heard— a wail 
of sorrow from all the land for the 
beauty of Israel is slain upon the 
high places. How are the mignty fall- 
en! I am distressed for thee, my 
brother. Very pleasant hast thou 
been unto me. 

Our president is dead! We can 
hardly believe it We had hoped and 
prayed and it Beemed that our hopeB 
were to be realized and our prayers 
answered when the emotion of Joy 
was changed to one of grave appre- 
hension. Still we waited for we said: 
"It may be that God will be gracious 
and merciful unto us." 

It seemed to us that it must be His 
will to spare the life of one so well 
beloved and so much needed. Thus 
alternating between hope and fear the 
weary hours passed on. Then came 
the tidings of defeated sciences, ot 
the failure of love and prayer to hold 
Its object tj the earth. We seemed 
to hear the faintly muttered word3: 
"Good bye all, good bye, It's Uou's 
way. His will be done," and "Nearer 
My God to Thee." So nestling nearer 
to his God, he passed out Into uncon- 
sciousness, skirted the dark shores of 
the sea of death for a time, and then 
passed on to be at rest. His great 
heart had ceased to beat Our hearts 
are heavy with sorrow.

The cause of this universal mourn- 
ing is to be found in the man himself. 
The inspired penman's picture of 
Jonathan likening him unto the beau- 
ty of Israel could not be more appro- 
priately employed than in chanting 
the lament of our fallen cnieftaln. It 
does # no violence to human speech, nor 
Ib It fulsome eulogy to speak thus of 
him. for who that has seen his stately 
bearing, his graces aud manliness of 
demeanor, his kindliness of aspect, 
but gives assent to this description of 
him? It was characteristic of our be- 
loved president to meet him only to 
love him. They might Indeed differ 
with him. but in the presence of such 
dignity of character and grace of man- 
ner none could fail to love the man. 
The people confided In him, believed 
In him. It was said of Lincoln that 
probably no man since the uays of 
Washington was ever so deeply im- 
bedded and enshrined in the hearts 
of the people, but It Is true of Mc- 
in a larger sense. Industrial and so- 
cial conditions are such that he was, 
even more than his predecessors, the 
friend of the whole people. A touch- 
ing scene was enacted In this church 
last Sunday night. The services had 
closed. The worshippers were gone 
to their homes. Only a few lingered 
to discuss the sad event that brings us 
together today. Three men in work 
ing garb of a foreign race and unfa 
miliar tongue entered the room. They 
approaced the altar, kneeling beforo 
it and before his picture. Their lips 
moved as if in prayer while tears fur- 
rowed their cheeks. They may have 
been thinking of their own King Hum 
bert, and of his untimely death. Their 
emotion was eloquent, eloquent be- 
yond speech, and it bore testimony to 
their appreciation of manly friendship 
and of honest worth. 

It is a glorious thing to be able to 
say In this presence with our illus- 
trious dead before us that he never 
betrayed the confidence of his coun- 
trymen. Not for personal gain or pre- 
eminence would he mar the beauty of 
his soul. He kept it clean and white 
before God and man and his bands 
were unsullod by bribes. 

"/-lis eyes looked right on and his 
eyelids looked straight before him." 

He was sincere, plain aud honest, 
just benevolent and kind. He never 
disappointed those who believed in 
him, but measured up to every duty, 
and met every responsibility in life 
grandly and unflinchingly. Not only 
was our president brave, heroic and 
honest, he was as gallant a knight as 
erer rode in the lists for his lady 
love in the days when knighthood was 
in flower. It is but a few weeks since 
the nation had looked on with tear- 
dimmed eyes as it saw with what ten- 
der conjugal devotion he sat at the 
bedside of his beloved wife when all 
feared that a fatal Illness was upon 
her. No public clamor that he might 
show himself to the populace, no de- 
mand of a social function was sum 
clent to draw the lover from the bed 
side of his wife. He watched and 
waited while we all prayed, and she 
lived. This sweet and tender story all 
the world knows and the world knows 
that his whole life had run in this one 
groove of love. His was a strong arm 
that she leaned upon and It never fail- 
ed her. Her smile was to him more 
than the plaudits of the multitude and 
for greeting his acknowledgements of 
them must wait. After receiving the 
fatal wound, his first thought was that 
the terrible news might be broken 
gently to her. May God in this deep 
hour of sorrow comfort her. May His 
grace be greater than her angulh. 
One beauty In the character of our , 
president that was as a chaplet of 
grace about his neck was. that he was | 
a Christian. In the broadest sense of 
the word, that was true. H1b confi- 
dence in God waa strong and unwav- 
ering. It held him steady in many a 
storm, where others were driven be- 
fore the wind and loosed. He believ- 
ed In the fatherhood of God and in 
His sovereignity. His faith in the gos- 
pel of Christ was deep and abiding. 
He bad no patience with any other 
theme of the pulpit discourse. "Christ 
and Him crucified," was to his mind 
the only panacea for the world's dis- 
orders. He believed it to be the su- 
preme duty of the Christian minister 
to preach the word. He said: "We 
do not look for great business men In 
the pulpit, but for great preachers." 

It is well known that his Godly 
mother had hoped for him that he 
would become a minister of the gos- 
pel and that she believed It to be the 
highest vocation in life. It was not, 
however, his mother's faith that made 
him a Christian. He had gained in 
early life a personal knowledge of 
Jesus which guided him in the per- 
formance of greater duties and vaster 
responsibilities than have been the 
lot of any other American president. 
He said at one time, while bearing 
heavy burdens, that he coxld not dis- 
charge the daily duties of his life but 



for the fact that he had faith in God. 

William McKinley believed in pray- 
er, in the beauty of It; In the po- 
tency of It. Its language was not un- 
familiar to him and his public address- 
es not infrequently evidence the fact. 
It was perfectly consistent with 
his life long convictions and his per- 
sonal experiences that he should say 
as the first critical moment after the 
assassin approached, "Thy kingdom 
come; thy will be done;" and that he 
should declare at the last: "It is God's 
way; HIS will be done." He loved 
grandly; It was fitting that he should 
die grandly. And now that the ma- 
jesty of death has touched and calm- 
ed him, we find that in his supreme 
moment he was still a conqueror. 

My friends and countrymen with 
what language shall I attempt to give 
expression to the deep horror of our 
souls as I speak of the cause of his 
death? When we consider the magni- 
tude of the crime that has plunged 
th« country and the world into unut- 
terable grief we are not surprised that 
one nationality after another has has- 
tened to repudiate the ureadfulad. 
This gentle spirit who hated no one, 
to whom every man was a brother, 
was suddenly smlted by the cruel hand 
of an assassm and that too. while in 
the very act of extending a kind and 
generous greeting to one who ap- 
proached him under tbe sacred guise 
of friendship. 

Could the assassin have realized 
how awful was the act he was about 
to perform, how utterly heartless the 
deed, methinks he would have stayed 
his hand at the very threshold of it. 
In all coming years men will seek in 
vain to fathom tho enormity of that 
crime. Had this man felled by the 
shot of a tyrant, an oppressor, an in- 
sane frenzy to rid the world of him 
might have some excuse, but It was 
the peoples' friend whom . e (til when 
William McKinley received the fatal 
wound. Himself a son of toil, his 
sympathies were with the toiler. No 
one who has seen the matchless grace 
and perfect ease with which he greet- 
ed such, can over doubt that his heart 
was In his open hand. Every heart 
throb was for his countrymen. That 
his life should be sacrificed at such a 
time, just when there was abundant 
peace, whtn all the Americas were re- 
joicing together, is one of the inscrut- 
able mysteries of providence. Like 
many others it must be left for future 
revelations to explain. 

In the midst of our sorrow we have 
much to console us. He lived to see 
his nation greater than ever before, 
all sectional lines are blotted out. 
There is no south, no north, no east, 
no west. Washington saw the begin- 
ning of our national life. Lincoln 
passed through the night of our his- 
tory and saw the dawn. McKinley be- 
held his country in the splendor of its 
noon. Truly he died in the fullness 
of his fame. With St. Paul he could 
say and with equal truthfulness, I 
am now ready to be offered." The 
work assign-d him had been well 
done. The nation was at peace. We 
| bad fairly entered upon an era of un- 
j paralleled prosperity; our revenues 
I were generous. Our standing among 
the nations was secure. Our presi- 
dent was safely enshrined in the affec- 
tions of a united people. It was not 
at him the fatal shot was fired, but at 
the very life of the government. His 
offering was vicarious. It was blood 
pourtd upon the altar of liberty. In 
view of these things we are not sur- 
prised to hear when this great so-.il 
passed away that he never bi fore saw 
a death so peaceful, or a dying man 
so crowned with grandeur. Let us 

turn now to a brief consideration of 

some of the lessons that we are to 
learn from this sad event. The first 
one that will occur to us all is the old. 
old lesson that In the midst of l!fe we 
are in death. Man goeth to his work 
and to bis labor until the evening. 
He fleeth as U were a shadow and 
never continueth In one stay. 

Our president went forth in the full- 
ness of his strength, in his manly 
beauty and was suddenly emittd by 
the hand that brought dta:h with it. 
None of us can tell w hat a day may 
bring forth. Let us theieiore, remem- 
ber that "no man liveth to himself 
and none of us liveth to himself." 

May each day's clo^e si e eaeh day's 
duty done. But our last words must 
be spoken. Little mor? than lour 
years ago we bade him good bye as he 
went to assume the great responsibil- 
ities to which the nation had called 
blm. His last words as he left us 
"Nothing could give me greater pleas- 
ure thai this farewell greeting— this 
evidence of your friendship and your 
sympathy; your good will and I am 
sure the prayers of all the people with 
whom I have lived bo long and whose 
confidence and esteem are dearer to 
me than any other earthly honors. To 
all of us the future Ib as a sealed book, 
but if I can by official act or adminis- 
tration or utterance in any degree ad 1 
to the prosperity and unity of our be- 
loved country and the advancement 
and well being of our splendid cltiten- 
shlp, I will devote the best and mon 
unselfish efforts of my life to that end.

I do not ask you in the heat of pub- 
lic address, but In the cairn moments 
of mature reflection, what other man 
ever had such high honors bestowed 
upon him by so many people? What 
pagi ant has equalled this that we look 
upon? We gave him to the nation 
but a little more than four years ago. 
He went out with the light of the 
morning upon his brow, but with his 
task set and the purpose to complete 
it. We take him back a mighty con- 
queror. The churchyard where hl3 
children rest, the quiet spot that suits 
him best—

Impressive Memorial Services at First Bap- 
tist Church Thursday Afternoon. 
Eulogie, by Pastors of City. 



With the bells of the city tolling a sad 
requiem, the people of Maysvitle united 
Thursday afternoon in paying loving 
tributes to the memory of resident Mc- 
Kinley.
